Associated i'rcss)— Allied occupation of' 
adrtllional Herman territory is under- j 
stood to havo preseniod to President 
Harding a new problem arising from a 
relation of these changed conditions to 
previous plans for early declaration hy 
consress of the ending of the scale of 
war between tho United States and 
Germany. 


Borne consression.1] leaders who all 


along have been for a peace resolution 
still tlilnk thill solution should be ap- 
plied as soon as possible, other lead- 
ers, however, who are close to [he pres- 
ident, fear that it would cmbnrrass 
ihe nations with which tho United 
States was associated in the war and 
should he deferred until the situation 
in Germany which caused the occupa- 
tion has clarified itself. 


President Harding is represented as 


having approached his study of 
the 


question with the view that t'lie United 
btatcs must exercise caution in what- 
ever stc-ps if determines to take In 
order that there shall he no compli- 
cations of ihe already difficult situation 
faced by the allies. 


In line with this viewpoint attention 


hns iei-n called to tlie fact that Ameri- 
can troops are in Gcrrmny as a war 
measure and not under any treaty pro- 
vision. Termination of the war. It Is 
argued, would automatically require 
withdrawal and the present adminis- 
tration, through Secretary Weeks, has 
stated that this is not now under con- 
templation. 


U has been contended no:h abroad 


and hy those in Washington opposed 
to early action terminating tlie state 
of war lhat with(lra.wnl ot the troops 
at this time would lend encouragement 
to Gfvmany in resisting reminds of 
the allies as lo reparations payment. 


President Harding's position may not
